SCHOOL REPORT. 


The annual report of the Board of Education tor the school 
district of Deerfield, beginning with the fall term of school, 
1895, and ending with the spring term, 1896, is respectfully 
submitted for the cons‘deration of all the citizens of this town 
that are interested in the upbuilding of the advancement in 
life that can seldom be attained except by getting an educa- 
tion. 

With a few exceptions the teachers employed by us were 
residents of Deerfield. 

The pupils have made commendable progress in their dif- 
ferent studies. 

Some of our experienced teachers have taught the same 
school several terms, which is sufficient proof that their labor 
has been appreciated by both parents and pupils. 

We feel that all of our teachers have labored hard in the 
school-room for the cause of education and deserve especial 
credit for the work so well done by them. 

The study of Physiology and Hygiene has received particu- 
lar attention and has been very gratifying to all concerned. 

We think it a wise thing for parents and others to visit the 
different schools as it helps both teacher and pupils to do bet- 
ter work, and we firmly believe that the combined influence 
of parents, teacher, and pupils is necessary for a successful 
school. : 

Our Superintendent of Public Instruction likes very much 
to have all the teachers who can avail themselves of the op- 
portunity of attending the Institutes that are held within a 
reasonable distance, as they can get so many new ideas to 
make their work so much more interesting to the school. 

We were pleased to. note that several of our teachers did 
attend Institutes during the past year. 

Some changes have been made in the school books during 
the years 1895 and 1896, which necessitated extra expense to 
the town. 

In place of Harper’s Geographies that have been so long in 
our schools, we introduced Potter’s Series, which are well 
liked. 

30 
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We next introduced into our schools Sheldon’s Language 
Lessons, the study of* which proved interesting as well as in- 
structive, thus giving general satisfaction 

The School Board thought best to change Readers, and are 
now using Hazen s First, Second, Third, Fourth and Butler’s 
Fifth Readers, with good results. 

Nearly all of our mchouls have flags, some of the schools 
appreciate the daily requirement of observing the ‘‘Salutation 
of the Flag.” We hope the time is not far distant when every 
one of the schools will have flags and all schools will observe ’ 
the daily salutation of that flag. The exercises at the close of 
some of the schools have been considered highly entertaining. 

A goodly number of pupils for the past year are on the roll 
of honor which was pleasing to all. Minnie O. Palmer of 
Lake Pleasant school has been absent but one day for over 
Six years. 

Dictionaries are very much needed in our schools. 

In the early part of the year one school house was built in 
what was formerly District No. 5, and at Butler’s Corner a 
new shed was built, and the school house repaired. 

It is to be hoped that the town will see flt to appropriate 
more money at the next annual town meeting so as_ to 
lengthen the number of weeks of school.
